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Residents beaten 
in housing battle

RESIDENTS are “disgusted” after 
plans to replace their garages 
with housing were approved - 
despite previously being reject¬ 
ed. 

A planning application to rip out 
garages in Haverhill’s Nayland 
Road and replace them with 
affordable housing was submitted 
last May by Havebury Housing 
Partnership. The garage site was 
already owned by Havebury. 

The application was rejected by 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
last July after representations 
from from residents and council¬ 
lors, including a petition signed by 
34 people. 

Havebury appealed the decision 
and last Thursday, June 4, the 
planning inspectorate published 
a report approving the applica¬ 
tion. 

David Skuce, a 71-year-old 
retired resident of the road, said: 
“It’s going to be right outside our 
house. We are totally and utterly 
gobsmacked. 

“In one of the garages there’s an 
old vintage car, and other people 
use them for storage. Are they just 
going to bring it out and put it on 
the street?” 

Another Nayland Road resident, 
42-year-old service manager Jason 
West said: “I’m pretty much dis¬ 
gusted. There’s very, very little 
parking there as it is. 

“Are these houses going to make 
a big difference? I very much 
doubt it.” 

Town councillor Maureen Byrne, 
who has been involved in resi¬ 
dents’ protests, said: “I am just 
appalled that Havebury have 
given little or no consideration to 
the residents of Nayland Road. 

“They may be a charity and may 
have a responsibility to build 
affordable housing, but to do what 
they are doing, which is going to 


have a detrimental impact on cur¬ 
rent residents, is deplorable.” 

The report approving the appli¬ 
cation, by planning inspector 
David Spencer, takes into account 
the look of the road, impact on 
residents and parking. 

Mr Spencer writes: “I have con¬ 
cluded that there would be no 
harm to the character and appear¬ 
ance of the appeal location, or 
unacceptable loss of privacy to 
adjacent residents. 

“The proposed development 
would also provide acceptable 
levels of parking provision and 
there would be no severe impact 
on highway safety.” 


Karen Mayhew, chief executive 
of Havebury Housing Partnership, 
said: “We are delighted that after 
appeal, our proposed develop¬ 
ment at Nayland Road has been 
approved. This will enable us to 
provide quality affordable homes 
and replacement parking for local 
residents on one of Havebury’s 
existing garage sites.” 

Residents and councillors are 
investigating possible further 
action to protest the decision. 

Cllr Byrne said: “We cannot go to 
the high court to appeal unless 
someone finds a lot of money, but 
there will be protests and there 
will be demonstrations. 


“Applications will be made to 
the borough. I hope the current 
councillors will meet with the res¬ 
idents as we said we would if the 
appeal was approved.” 

Mr Skuce said: “I don’t know if 
it’s going to do any good, but we 
might as well give it a try.” 

The initial application was one 
of five submitted by Havebury last 
year to turn garage sites in 
Haverhill into housing. 

Three of the applications were 
withdrawn, and one, in Cambridge 
Way, was approved after it was 
revised. The Nayland Road appli¬ 
cation was also revised before it 
was rejected.

Your feet don’t touch the ground!” 

Before they arrived in Haverhill, the 
visitors went to London. They went to 
the theatre on Wednesday evening, 
and on Thursday they visited the 
Houses of Parliament, where they 
had a tour of the building. 

The visit was organised by the office 
of Matthew Hancock, MP for West 
Suffolk. 

Mr Hancock said: “I was delighted 
to welcome Martin and his group 
from Ehringshausen to parliament. 

“Haverhill’s twinning with 
Ehringshausen began over 30 years 


ago and has gone from strength to 
strength, with strong and long-last¬ 
ing friendships being formed. 

“It is programmes like these which 
remind us that our two great coun¬ 
tries are better working together and 
I look forward to meeting next year’s 
exchange already.” 

Among the hosts in Haverhill was 
the town’s mayor Betty McLatchy. 

She said: “It was very interesting 
seeing the town through our guests’ 
eyes. There’s lots of people here who 
don’t get a mention, like the toilet 


cleaning people. The Germans were 
very impressed by the cleanliness of 
our toilets. And of course there’s the 
groundsmen, who do the outdoor 
spaces. It was very eye-opening.” 

Next year, a group from Haverhill 
will visit Germany and be hosted by 
families in Ehringshausen. 

The annual trips have been going on 
for more than three decades. Ms 
McManus believes they began as 
school language exchanges, but grew 
as friendships formed between resi¬ 
dents of the two towns.

Man threatens 
shop worker 
in DVDs row 

A HAVERHILL man threatened a 
member of staff in a store after 
they refused to buy his second¬ 
hand DVDs. 

Mark Wrest, of Linton Place, 
Haverhill, made threats towards 
a male employee at the CeX shop 
in Fitzroy Street, Cambridge, on 
April 21. 

The 51-year-old became 
frustrated when he was asked for 
a proof of purchase of the items 
he was trying to sell. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, told 
Cambridge Magistrates on 
Tuesday that Wrest swore at Mr 
Holland and called him 
vulgarities. 

Wrest told the member of staff 
“I will wait for you after work 
when you’re finished,” the court 
heard. 

He then pushed a number of 
DVDS off the shelf near the 
entrance. 

Monica Lentin, mitigating, said: 
“It was totally out of character. 
This is the first time in all his 
history that he has done anything 
like this. He is trying to turn his 
life around.” 

He was given a 12-month 
conditional discharge. 


A NEW GP practice launched 
in Haverhill on Monday. 

The Haverhill Family 
Practice is made up of what 
were formerly known as the 
Christmas Makings Surgery 
and the Stourview Medical 
Practice. 

It was launched at the for¬ 
mer Christmas Makings 
Surgery in Camps Road on 
Monday. 

Dr Neville Selby, of what was 
the Christmas Makings 
Surgery, explained the rea¬ 
sons for the merger at the 
launch. He said: “The current 
political scene in primary 
care means that smaller prac¬ 
tices face increasing problems 
in their managerial struc¬ 
tures. In Haverhill we have a 
particular problem with an 
ancient funding formula 
which has penalised doctors 
and patients here for 40 years. 

“It’s difficult to attract new 
doctors, and you are having to 
keep up with the demands of a 
population who like an instant 
solution. 

“The merger is to support 
what currently exists and to 
make sure what we have 
works. I live in the area so I 
have a vested interest in mak¬ 
ing sure healthcare he is as

good as possible.” 

The same six GPs will con¬ 
tinue to work at the Haverhill 
Family Practice as at the two 
previous surgeries, and both 
sites will remain open. The 
decision to work from both 
buildings was made following 
feedback from a patient sur¬ 
vey when the merger was first 
announced. 

Patients will be able to 
choose at which building to 
have an appointment. The 
same range of services will be 
offered. 

Dr Bamidele Sule, of what 
was the Stourview Medical 
Practice, said: “This merger is 
a significant step forward in 
improving healthcare servic¬ 
es in Haverhill. 

“By creating one larger prac¬ 
tice it means patients will find 
it easier to get the healthcare 
help and advice they need, 
whether that’s an appoint¬ 
ment with a practice nurse or 
GP, treatment of minor injury 
or illness, a blood test or help 
with a long-term health con¬ 
dition.” 

Practice manager Ann 
Sisson, at the former 


Christmas Makings Surgery, 
who has helped to organise 
the merger, said: “It’s been a 
lot of hard work, but every¬ 
one’s been supportive. We’re 
looking forward to the future. 

“Haverhill gets missed out 
because we’re in the far west 
of the county, but we’ve got 
exciting things planned for 
the future. The aim of the 
merger is to put more services 
into Haverhill. 

“We’ve got fantastic doctors, 
and the two practices have got 
the same ethos. The main 
concern is the patients and 
making sure they get the best 
care.” 

Mayor of Haverhill Betty 
McLatchy, who attended the 
launch on Monday, said: 
“They do a fantastic job. The 
whole staff here work so hard. 
I think it will be brilliant and I 
love the new logo and the new 
name.” 

Michael Richards, one of the 
founding member of the 
Christmas Makings Patient 
Group, said: “It’s sad to lose 
the old practice. We used to 
have one to one. But it should 
be beneficial to the place.”

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Chamber of

“From the chamber’s viewpoint, the 
omission of the road would result in 
excessive travel for anyone from the 
eastern section of the new 
development wishing to access either 
the main industrial areas and/or the 
various leisure and commercial 
enterprises situated to the east of the 
town.” 

A spokesman for the borough 
council stressed that any comments 
relating to North East Haverhill site 
should be made to Hallam Land 
Management, which is acting on 
behalf of the landowner and running 
the consultation for the Great Wilsey 
Park Masterplan. The consultation 
closes on Friday, June 19.

The masterplan proposes divid 
ing the town into four quarters with 
their own distinct charcter. the 
“Commercial and Leisure Heart” 
would encompass a new town square 
in what is now the Jubilee Walk car 
park, and link across Ehringshausen 
Way to the existing Cineworld com¬ 
plex.

the current marketplace 
and St Mary’s church, as well 
as the redeveloped Chauntry 
Mills complex.

“Queen Street Quarter”, enhancing 
the existing character of the road.

Demolition for 
listed buildings

A PLAN to demolish five 
buildings in a Grade II-listed 
Victorian complex has been 
approved. 

The Chauntry Mills com¬ 
plex just off Haverhill High 
Street is owned by the 
Gurteen clothing company, 
which used to manufacture 
clothes there. 

At a meeting on Thursday 
morning in Bury St Edmunds, 
the St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council planning and devel¬ 
opment committee voted in 
favour of proposals to demol¬ 
ish five of the buildings. 

The demolition has been 
proposed to allow redevelop¬ 
ment of the buildings that 
will remain. 

Some of the buildings have 
been part-demolished in the 
past, and one was only built 
in 1964. 

However, one of the build¬ 
ings now set to be demolished 
is a former sewing factory 
with a distinctive “north 
light” roofline, built between 
1880 and 1888. 

The demolition of this 
building has caused concern 
among heritage groups. 

James Hughes of the 
Victorian Society, who object¬ 
ed to the initial proposal, said 
about the decision: “It does 
entail the loss of a large sec¬ 
tion of a very important 
building. It’s important his¬ 
torically and socially to the 
town, and also of course aes¬ 
thetically. It’s necessarily dis¬ 
appointing. 

“The focus now has to be on

undertaking any redevelop¬ 
ment as sympathetically as 
possible.” 

In March, the commit¬ 
tee deferred its deci¬ 
sion on this plan¬ 
ning application 
because of con¬ 
cerns over demol¬ 
ishing the “north 
light” sewing fac¬ 
tory. 

A feasibility study 
about possible uses 
of another “north 
light” builing on the site 
was published last month, 
and in light of this the coun¬ 
cil approved the application. 

Damian Howard, director 
of D Gurteen & Sons, said 
about the decision: “It’s ah 
very welcome. It’s really 
exciting for us. It allows us to 
use the site more efficiently 
for the greater good of 
Haverhill. 

“This is a little bit of a turn¬ 
ing point for the town. It sows 
the seeds for the future.” 

The decision comes as a 
consultation is launched on 
ONE Haverhill’s draft mas¬ 
terplan document for 


Haverhill town centre. The 
document’s vision for the 
marketplace quarter of the 
town includes the redevelop¬ 
ment of the Chauntry 
Mills site. 

Sarah Howard, left, 
chairman of ONE 
Haverhill, said: “It’s 
really good news 
because this is key to 
the masterplan. It’s 
something that’s been 
hanging around for such 
a long time, so to actually 
be able to move on and start 
is great.” 

However, Cllr John Burns, 
who is on the planning and 
development committee, 
said he felt that the decision 
should have waited until the 
masterplan consultation was 
complete. 

He said: “It’s undemocratic 
that the consultants are mak¬ 
ing their statement before the 
public has been consulted. 
They are not historic building 
consultants, they are plan¬ 
ners. I have no problem with 
anything except the demoli¬ 
tion of building 8 [the ‘north 
light’ sewing factory] 


18-year-old denies charges at Crown court 


AN 18-year-old accused of wounding with 
intent to cause grievous bodily harm pleaded 
not guilty at Ipswich Crown Court on Friday. 

Liam Allen, of Mays Avenue, Balsham, was 
arrested after an incident in the Leiston Road 
and Greenfields Way area of Haverhill on the 
evening of Saturday, March 14 this year. 

It is alleged that another 18-year-old man 
was found with a stab wound to his body on 


Ixworth Road, Haverhill. 

Allen was also charged with possession of 
cannabis. 

He pleaded not guilty to this charge as well 
as wounding with intent to cause grievous 
bodily harm. 

His trial will begin on Monday, August 17 
this year at Ipswich Crown Court. It is 
estimated that it will last about four days.

LAST month was the first “all¬ 
ticket” meeting of Haverhill U3A. 

The very popular entertainer 
Charlie Haylock delivered an 
informative talk on the derivation 
of surnames in East Anglia. With 
a serious deadpan face and 
dressed “country style”, Charlie 
had the audience in fits of 
laughter as he dropped 
effortlessly into dialect to 
introduce the way our great 
variety of surnames have been 
derived from the language of our 
ancestors, many of whom were 
the invaders of our region, Anglo 
Saxons, Vikings and French. 

After the invasion of William I 
and the Little Doomsday Book, 
written documentation became 
more organised to identify 
individuals in Essex, Suffolk and 



Norfolk, names were passed on to 
the next generations, proving 
somewhat chaotic as Bill (the) 
Baker was known as Bill (from) 
Hundon when he moved house! 
Charlie identified four main 
sources for ancient surnames - 
place names, nicknames, trade 
names and kin names. He has 
written books and regular 
newspaper articles, recorded CDs 
and has a weekly spot on Radio 
Suffolk to bring to life a social 
history of Suffolk and East Anglia. 

Names of wealthy families 


appear in early official 
documents, court and tax papers, 
with area and status connections, 
and others involved a physical 
description, Longshanks for 
instance, trade names, Butcher, 
Baker and Smith and a host of kin 
additions, Fitz from the French 
fils, son from Viking, cock from 
Anglo Saxon and oit as daughter 
of etc. 

Charlie has prepared a 
comprehensive guide to 
surnames in our area and 
mentioned that regional statistics 
show expected variations, mac 
from Scotland, o’ from Ireland, 
all meaning son of. “Son” is 
prevalent in Yorkshire, present in 
50% of all names compared to 1% 
in Cornwall and Suffolk, 
reflecting the extent of Viking 


influence there. He also notes 
that some of the rarer names 
thought to be unique to Suffolk 
are to be found in parts of 
Australia dating back to the years 
after the Napoleonic Wars when 
farmers from our region were 
encouraged to emigrate in large 
numbers to the less populated 
country. 

Predictably, members of the 
audience wanted to know their 
own name derivation and Charlie 
showed a depth of population 
movement knowledge, local 
pronunciation and word analysis 
in satisfying their enquiries.

Home promises 
improvements 


THE new manager of a 
Cambridgeshire care home 
rated ‘inadequate' by the 
Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) has promised to make 
the facility better for resi¬ 
dents. 

Symonds House, in 
Symonds Lane, Linton, was 
rated ‘inadequate’ following 
an inspection on March 3 - a 
time when the home had no 
manager in place. 

The report published last 
week said the care home was 
‘inadequate’ as it was not 
well led with several manag¬ 
ers in a short period of time 
- and relatives were unsure 
who was managing the ser¬ 
vice. 

The report added: “Some 
staff showed that they genu¬ 
inely cared about the people 
they were looking after, while 
others showed no compas¬ 
sion and did not always treat 
people with the kindness 
and warmth they deserved.” 

Relatives told the CQC they 
often had to help people who

needed to go to the toilet 
because no staff were availa¬ 
ble. One said: “People are 
just left to sit, there are no 
carers in the lounge.” 

The report said inspectors 
saw - and heard about - a 
number of occasions when 
people’s privacy and dignity 
were not respected by the 
staff. 

“Although one person told 
us staff knocked on their 
door before entering the 
room, we saw several staff 
just walk into people’s rooms, 
even when the person was 
there,” it said. 

Although some views were 
positive about the care, some 
were not. 

One resident told the CQC: 
“I have to go to bed when 
they [the staff] say. They just 
[say] go to bed and I can’t say 
no.” 

They also said that some 
care workers “just lug me out 


of bed. They don’t ask if I’m 
ready.” 

Healthwatch Cambridge¬ 
shire, which campaigns to 
improve patient care, said: 
“We were shocked to hear the 
findings of this report, which 
included some very poor 
care.” 

lulie Cleland, the new home 
manager of Symonds Care 
Home, who started just after 
the inspection was carried 
out, said: “Hopefully now I’m 
here it will sort itself out. The 
inspection has given a base¬ 
line to make action plans 
and build up with the areas 
that we failed on. 

“We’re working together 
with the families, the resi¬ 
dents and staff, especially 
with respect to dignity issues 
they raised. We’ve put a lot of 
things into place to deal with 
the problems. 

“The feedback I’m getting 
from the relatives and the 
residents has been very posi¬ 
tive. 

“We will make it better.”

Council owns pub,

THE borough council 
has defended its own¬ 
ership of a pub, a hotel 
and a golf course. 

The unusual assets 
came to light through a 
survey by the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance 
into council assets, 
which was published 
on Tuesday. 

A spokesman for St 
Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council said: 
“Our ownership of what 
is known as the 
Woodlands Hotel, our 
freehold on part of 
Haverhill Golf Club, 
and of The Suffolk 
Punch pub, all in 
Haverhill, dates back to 
investments by the 
Haverhill Urban 
District Council before 
the local government 
reorganisation in 1974. 

“The pub and hotel 
are on long ground 
leases. None of the 
businesses are run by 
ourselves. 

“In terms of our com¬ 
mercial approach - all 
three businesses pro¬ 
vide a rental income to 
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the council, which in 
turn enables us to keep 
council tax down.” 

Jonathan Isaby, chief 
executive of the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, 
said: “Revenues from 
selling off some of these 
assets could be used to 
deliver the essential 
services that we all rely 
on - and, of course, no 
council should be dal¬ 
lying in the property 
investment game. 

“If any of these invest¬ 
ments go wrong, it’ll be 
taxpayers picking up 
the bill, which is pre¬ 
cisely why councils 
shouldn’t be acting like 
private businesses with 
somebody else’s 
money." 

A spokesman for the 
Local Government 
Association said: 
“Councils are banned 
from spending the 
money they make from 
selling their assets to 
pay for day-to-day ser¬ 
vices.”

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Village man 
jailed for 
supplying 
cocaine 


A KEDINGTON man has been 
jailed for supplying drugs. 

Michael Cornelius, of School 
Lane, Kedington, stood accused of 
of being concerned in the supply of 
cocaine and possession of crimi¬ 
nal property. 

He pleaded guilty to both counts 
at Ipswich Crown Court last 
Thursday, June 4. 

Cornelius was arrested after 
police officers executed a warrant 
under the Misuse of Drugs Act at 
his home address on July 23 last 
year. 

At the address the officers seized 
thousands of pounds of bank 
notes, as well as a set of electronic 
scales and a knife which both con¬ 
tained traces of cocaine. 

He was arrested that day, and 
was charged with the offences of 
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December 17. 

Cornelius was sentenced to 33 
months’ imprisonment at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Thursday.
